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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee, 

Valley  Rural  District  Council, 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  upon  the  Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1956, 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimates_ show 
that,  although  there  has  been  a population  increase  in  the 
District,  that  increase  has  been  only  by  80  and  as  such  equal 
to  that  of  1954,  as  compared  to  the  rise  of  310  produced  in 
1955. 

The  total  Rateable  value  as  on  1,4,56  amounted  to 
£78,482,  as  compared  with  £52, 03-'^  of  the  preceding  year,  - 
with  a Penny  Rate  productivity  of  £207.6,6  as  to  the  former 
£205. 19, 2d,  The  total  number  of  Rateable  premises  has 

increased  by  216. 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate,  after  showing  a retrogressive 
trend  on  the  five  year  period,  1951-1955*  has,  in  the  current 
year,  showed  a tendency  to  recuperation,  the  respective  yearly 
figures  produced  having  been,  21,4;  19,9;  20,6;  18,7;  17.0 

and  18,4.  In  any  case,  the  Birth  Rate  has  been  consistently 
higher  than  that  of  the  County  as, a whole,  as  well  as  of 
England  & Wales  joi^'tly.  Tbe  stillbirth  rate  per  1,000 
population  of  0.4  compares  with  0,7  of  the  former  year  and  is 
very  slightly  lower  than  that  of  the  County  and  higher  than  that 
of  England  & Wales. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  having  fallen  appreciably, 
the  comparable  corrected  Death  Rate  has  decreased  from  17.8 
to  10,2. 

A study  of  the  Causes  of  death  shows  several  points 
of  comparative  interest;-  in  the  first  instance,  the  total 
number  of  deaths  has  fallen  by  47  after  an  earlier  increase 
rat©;-  secondly,  whereas  at  one  time  the  female  deaths 
considerably  exceeded  male,  but  equalised  last  year,  yet  in 
the  current  year  the  swing  over  has  completed,  showing  a 
preponderance  of  deaths  in  the  male  population;-  thirdly, 
whereas  the  classification  ’vascular  lesions  of  nervous  system’ 
still  leads,  yet,  there  has  been  a reduction  in  these  of  as 
much  os  a third;-  fourthly,  whereas  ’coronary  disease’  still 
takes  third  place,  yet,  unclassified  heart  diseases  have 
succeeded  ’hypertension  with  heart  disease’  into  second  place ;- 
fifthly,  respiratory  cancer  has  increased.  These  changes  are 
not  considered  to  be  attributable  to  adverse  environmental 
factors.  Deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  after  giving 
returnsfor  the  preceding  three  years  of  2(1953);  4 (1954); 

Hil  (1955)  have  amounted  to  6 for  1956, 

Of  Infectious  Diseases,  there  were  13  notifications 
of  tuberculosis,  and  of  these,  eight  (all  respiratory)  were 
under  35  years  of  age. 

Other  Notifiable  Diseases  produced  no  epidemics, 
but  one  paralytic-  and  one  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis,  the 
latter  case  of  over  25  years  of  age  proving  fatal. 


It  is,  to  say  the  least,  disappointing  that  mains 
water  extensions  have  not  been  brought  to  the  parishes  of 
Llanrhyddlad  and  Llanfaethlu,  both  communities  containing,  as 
they  do  school  premises.  The  supply  to  the  latter  premises 
being  potentially  precarious  and  dependent  very  largely  on 
the  good  offices  of  the  owner  of  a private  well,  and  a shallow 
well  at  that.  i^lso  in  the  Llanfaethlu  area  is  a licensed 
premises  having  a water  supply  that  has  called  for  such 
analytical  reports  as  *not  fit  to  drink',  'not  safe  to  drink' 
and  'heavily  contaminated*.  Within  a quarter  mile  of  that 
Inn  is  a Ooffee  House  whose  water  sampling  showed  that  it 
was  polluted.  The  anticipated  Llanfaethlu  Sewerage  Scheme 
is  unfortunately  having  to  be  held  up  for  lack  of  a mains 
water  supply,  although  the  Consulting  Engineers  submitted  their 
preliminary  report  to  the  Council  in  195^.  The  fulfillment  of 
the  intention  to  build  20  council  houses  in  that  same  area  is 
also  largely  conditional  upon  the  completion  of  the  Sewerage 
Scheme . 

Of  other  hoped  for  Sewerage  Schemes,  either  actually 
under  construction  or  in  the  process  of  paper-evolution,  it  is 
most  unfortunate  that  that  for  Cerrigceinwen  is  being  held  up 
for  reasons  within  the  area  of  the  Urban  neighbour.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  Council's  various  Sewerage  Schemes  will  not 
be  subjected  to  further  unexpected  delays  even  (apart  from 
Sanitary  Progress)  if  only  to  resolve  the  present  difficulties 
attendant  upon  night  soil  collection  and  its  disposal,  apart 
from  the  unwarranted  expense. 

Hollowing  two  years  when  no  bovine  meat  had  been 
found  to  be  tuberculous,  it  is  gratifying  to  realise  that  but 
one  carcass  alone  showed  such  infection  to  be  present,  in  the 
current  year. 

It  is  well  to  note  that  in  that  part  of  his  fieport 
that  deals  with  Food  Premises  in  relation  to  the  Food  Hygiene 
Eegulstions  of  1955,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  makes  two 
significant  points;  the  fiit  indicates  the  satisfactory  response 
already  made  to  verbal  requests  to  Food  premises  occupiers;  the 
second  point  indicates  that  further  progress  towards  an  even 
better  Food  Hygiene  standard  is  hindered  by  the  absence  of 
essential  public  services,  but  that  it  is  believed  that  the 
arrival  of  these  services  in  an  area  would  automatically  be 
followed  by  betterment,  without  formal,  or  informal  compulsion 

In  each  of  ray  reports  for  the  years  1955,  195^»  1955 
I specifically  referred  to  Ice  Cream  in  terms  of  its  great 
potentialities  as  a risk  to  health  in  the  form  of  those  types 
of  intestinal  diseases  that  may  spread  rapidly  from  on  initial 
source;  reference  was  mode  to  inc2?eosing  sampling  vigilance 
and  its  necessity,  and  also  mention  was  made  of  the  fact  that 
up  to  1955  the  far  safer  prepacked  commodity  alone  was  sold 
in  the  District,  During  the  last  year,  the  picture  has 
deteriorated,  for,  although  there  are  38  premises  registered  to 
sell  ice  cream  under  the  Food  & Drugs  Act  of  1955,  no  more 
than  only  18  samples  were  taken  by  the  County  Food  & Drugs  Dept,, 
os  agents  for  this  -Authority.  Furthermore,  loose  ice  cream 
is  now  sold  in  one  premises.  It  is  not  valid  to  argue  that 
because  the  standard  of  quality  of  this  food  stuff  has  improved 
in  recent  years  that  automatically  vigilance,  measured  by  sampling 
frequency,  can  be  relaxed.  The  Ice  Cream  samples  taken,  annually. 


of  late  has  been  1952,  27;  1953»  ^5  (Grade  1 - •^0;  Grade  II  - 3; 

Grade  IV  - 2);  1954,  65  (Grade  I - 57;  Grade  II  - 8);  1955  - 30 
(Grade  I - 28;  Grade  II  - 2);  1956,  18  (all  Grade  I).  It  is 

noted  that  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  Assistant  hope 
to  take  over  this  sampling  entirely  themselves  and  thus  ensure 
a complete  coverage,  without  reliance. 

In  conclusion,  I should  yet  again  like  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  for  their  interest,  and  the  Clerk,  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  willing 
co-operation  and  help.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 

A total  number  of  162  children  were  immunised 
during  the  year,  of  these,  123  were  immunised  against 
whooping  cough.

V/ATSR  SUPPLY 


Following  the  completion  of  the  main  extension  from 
Bodffordd  to  Glanrafon,  the  Council's  Maes  Twrog  Housing  Estate 
and  other  properties  along  the  route  were  supplied  with  a piped 
water  supply.  There  were  no  other  major  extensions  within 
the  year,  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  now  approximately 
70  miles  of  distribution  mains  within  the  area  administrated  by 
the  Council.  As  a portion  of  the  original  County  Water  Scheme 
has  not  yet  been  constructed,  the  parishes  of  Llanfaethlu  and 
Llanrhyddlad  continue  to  be  without  adequate  and  wholesome 
water  supplies,  and  no  progress  has  been  made  yet  owing  to 
various  difficulties,  to  extend  the  mains  to  a large  number  of 
localities  as  provided  for  under  the  five  year  programme  prepared 
by  the  County  ?/ater  Committee. 

h total  of  287  additional  premises  in  the  area  were 
connected  to  the  water  main  during  the  year,  end  the  total 
number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  is  as  follows s-

The  above  population  figures  are  based  on  the  normal 
winter  residents,  as  during  the  summer  months  the  population 
is  greatly  increased,  particularly  at  the  seaside  resorts. 
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Water  Sampling 

Twenty  seven  samples  of  water  were  collected,  26 
from  private  wells  or  other  sources,  and  one  from  a pu^blic 
source,  i^ll  samples  were  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Gonway  for  bacteriological  examination.  The

A percentage  of  30.76  of  the  samples  from  private 
sources  were  classified  as  unsatisfactory  for  consumption  in 
the  raw  state,  and  the  owners  of  such  wells  were  advised  on 
measures  to  be  adopted  to  secure  better  quality  supplies. 

Twenty  two  samples  of  water  were  collected  from 
water  courses  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
and  all  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  both  domestic  and 
agricultural  purposes.  These  reports  were  required  for 
comparison  purposes  in  connection  with  sewage  effluents  from 
new  disposal  works  which  will  be  discharged  into  the  water 
courses . 


Two  samples  of  water  fat?  chemical  analysis  were  taken 
from  private  wells,  one  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  and  the  other 
was  found  to  be  heavily  contaminated  with  diesel  oil  following 
the  storage  of  oil  drums  near  the  well.  The  costs  of  the 
analysis  were  borne  by  the  owners  of  the  wells  in  question. 

Six  complaints  concerning  public  wells  were  received 
and  referred  to  the  iinglesey  County  Council,  as  Water  authority 
for  attention, 

sewerage  and  drainage 


New  Schemes. 

There  is  not  very  much  progress  to  report,  but  the 
following  is  a summary  of  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

i\berffraw)  Work  on  the  three  schemes  progressed  slowly,  and  the 
feodedern^)  greater  hold  up  in  completing  them  was  due  to  the 
J^ryn  I)u7  ) delay  in  the  delivery  of  the  machinery. 

Bryngwran  A Public  Enquiry  was  held  in  March,  and  the  scheme 
approved,  but  no  starting  date  was  given. 

Llanf aethlu  The  construction  of  this  scheme  is  being  delayed 

until  such  time  as  the  County  water  main  is  extended 
to  serve  this  area. 

Valley  and  iuthority  was  received  to  invite  tenders, for 

Pour  Mile  Bridge  this  approved  scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 

work  will  commence  early  in  the  New  Year. 

Joint  Schemes  A Public  Enquiry  was  held  in  September,  but  as 
West  Holyhead  certain  amendments  were  suggested  by  the  Welsh 
Office,  no  progress  has  been  made. 
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Cerri^cein^en  There  is  no  progress  to  report,  as  certain 

difficulties  within  the  Urban  Area  of  Llangefni, 
have  not  yet  been  overcome. 

Existing  Works  Complete  control  of  these  works  have  now  been 

^odff oidd . exercised,  and  they  have  functioned  efficiently. 

During  periods  of  heavy  rainfall  the  sludge  beds 
ore  inclined  to  become  water  logged.  The  house 
drains  from  eighteen  additional  properties  have 
been  connected  to  the  sewers. 

Gwolchmai.  The  sewage  disposal  works  formerly  serving  the 
R.A.F.  Mona  Airfield,  have  been  taken  over  from 
the  Ministry  c£  Works.  The  works  are  operating 
efficiently,  but  the  distribution  tubes  on  the 
rotating  arms  of  the  filter  sprinklers  ore  showing 
signs  of  corrosion  resulting  in  leakages,  and  will 
require  renewal  at  an  early  date.  At  the  present 
time  only  the  house  drains  from  47  dwellings  on 
the  Maes  Meurig  Estate  and  2 private  dwellings 
discharge  into  the  works,  and  the  supervision  work 
has  been  greatly  reduced  in  labour  and  cost  compared 
with  p'?evious  years.  Some  unicnown  persons  broke 
into  the  pumping  station  and  damaged  some  of  the 
electrical  equipment  which  has  been  made  good. 

A sewerage  scheme  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  Gwolchmai 
village  has  been  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers,  which  incorporates  the  above  works,  and 
which  will  become  the  subject  of  a Public  Inquiry 
at  an  early  date. 

Rhosneigr.  The  maintenance  of  this  scheme  has  continued  to  be 
at  a minimum  of  expense.  One  flushing  tank 
required  attention,  and  a deposit  of  sand  in  the 
taiik  sewer  has  been  removed, 

Trearddur  Bay  The  gravitation  sewers  have  functioned  efficiently, 
and  the  machinery  in  both  pumping  stations  have 
been  overhauled  and  are  operating  satisfactorily. 
Perished  cost  iron  ventilating  columns  for  the 
sewers  hove  been  removed. 

Housing  Estates  The  five  estates  at  Maes  Twrog,  Maes  Alaw, 
Fenygroes,  Rhydwyn  and  Llanynghenedl,  are  each 
served  by  small  disposal  plants,  and  apart  from 
periodical  interference  by  tresspassers  when  some 
damage  is  done,  the  plants,  are  working  reasonably 
satisfactory.  The  first  four  are  entirely 
gravitation  schemes,  while  at  the  latter  site, 
automatic  mechanical  pumping  is  employed  to  pump 
the  sewage  for  treatment  before  the  effluent  is 
disposed  of  by  irrigation.  Pour  additional 
Council  Houses  hove  been  connected  to  the  Rhydwyn 
sewers . 


General 


Defects  in  surface  water  and  sullage  sewers  in 
the  villages  of  Aberffraw,  Bodedern,  and  Bryn  Du 
were  made  good,  and  open  sewers  in  Bodedern  and 
Holyhead  Rural  were  cleansed.  In  Pis Id  Street, 
Valley,  the  rear  part  of  three  houses  were  flooded 
on  one  occasion,  after  a period  of  heavy  rainfall 
which  coincided  with  high  tides.  As  the  result  of 
informal  action,  new  or  improved  drainage  systems 
have  been  installed  to  serve  ten  houses,  eight  of  , 
which  discharge  into  septic  tanks  and  the  other  two 
will  eventually  connect  with  a new  sewerage  scheme. 
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PUBLIC  SERVICES 


House  Refuse « Nip;ht  Soil  and  Cesspool  Cleansing;. 

The  above  three  services  are  carried  out  by  two 
vehicles  only,  both  being  fully  occupied. 

A new  i^ustin  Truck  has  been  purchased  to  replace  the 
worn  out  Bedford  vehicle,  which  has  been  sold,  and  following 
a breakdown  the  Dodge  Truck  has  been  overhauled. 

iis  the  services  have  been  extended  to  new  areas,  it 
has  not  been  possible  to  provide  a more  frequent  service  of  house 
refuse  collection  in  other  districts.  Weekly  collections  ore 
made  in  the  two  seaside  resorts,  but  other  ports  of  the  district 
ore  given  a fortnightly  or  three  weekly  service,  and  a more 
frequent  collection  is  desirable  in  such  districts. 

The  night  soil  cleansing  service  continues  to  be  a 
weekly  service,  and  up  to  the  present  there  is  no  marked  i*eduction 
in  the  areas  covered  owing  to  the  delay  in  compile  ting  some  of  the 
sewerage  schemes.  The  disposal  of  night  soil  has  become  a 
problem,  and  as  agriculturists  are  not  prepared  to  take  it  on 
land,  it  is  disposed  of  in  the  refuse  tips  and  treated  with  lime. 

As  the  two  vehicles  are  fully  employed  on  refuse  collec- 
tion and  pail  closet  cleansing  during  the  day,  cesspool  cleansing 
continues  to  be  overtime  work.  Such  work  is  being  carried  out 
at  considerable  expense,, at  two  of  the  Council *s  Housing  Estates, 
where  full  water  and  sanitary  services  have  been  installed,  with 
no  sewers  available  yet.  The  cesspools  of  ten  private  dwellings 
have  been  cleansed  at  the  expense  of  the  occupiers,  the  hourly 
charge  having  bean  increased  on  account  of  the  increase  in  wages  etc 

Only  two  tips  are  operated,  both  being  situated  in 
secluded  places,  and  though  they  are  not  strictly  controlled  tips, 
owing  to  the  absence  of  top  soil,  they  ere  well  maintained.  Both 
tips  were  wilfully  set  on  fire  by  tresspassers,  and  in  the  absence 
of  an  adequate  water  supply  a bull  dozer  had  to  be  hired  at  consid- 
erable expense  to  level  out  the  tips  to  extinguish  the  fire  which 
had  become  deep  seated. 

Investigation  was  made  concerning  an  allegation  that 
the  overflow  of  spring  water  from  the  site  of  the  Clegir  Mawr 
tip  on  adjoining  land  was  likely  to  cause  danger  to  farm  stock. 
Samples  of  the  water  were  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriol- 
ogical examination,  and  the  results  proved  that  there  was  no 
dangerous  contamination. 

One  vehicle  attendant  had  to  be  replaced  owing  to 
prolonged  ill  health  otherwise  the  general  health  of  the  employees 
has  been  good.  All  employees  have  been  provided  with  protective 
clothing  in  the  form  of  overalls,  jackets,  mackintoshes  and 
leggins. 


Ninety  four  complaints  regarding  non-collection  of 
refuse  were  investigated,  and  in  80^  of  the  cases  it  was  ascert 
ained  that  the  premises  had  been  unoccupied  for  long  periods. 
The  service  was  immediately  restored  to  all  premises  concerned. 
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street  Cleansin^^ 


The  joint  scheme  of  street  cleansing  in  Ehosneigr 
and  Trearddur  Bay  continues  to  operate,  the  County  Goyncil 
bearing  half  the  expense.  During  the  winter  months,  the 
service  is  weekly,  and  twice  weekly  during  the  summer. 

Beaches . 

i\ll  the  main  beaches  were  frequently  cleansed 
during  the  summer  months  and  although  more  receptacles , were 
provided,  the  general  public  did  not  respond  and  become  more 
co-operative,  thus  increasing  the  cost  of  this  service. 

In  an  endeavour  to  overcome  the  litter  problem, 
a greater  number  of  litter  baskets  have  been  provided  on  the 
beaches  and  in  villages  but  without  much  success  in  attaining  the 
object , 

Public  Conveniences 


The  conveniences  at  Ehosneigr  and  Trearddur  Bay 
continue  to  be  well  maintained  and  in  proper  working  order,  both 
buildings  having  been  pointed  in  the  course  of  the  year.  Inter- 
ference with  locks  and  other  fittings  by  unknown  persons  cause 
some  inconvenience  and  unnecessary  expense  in  repairs. 

The  question  of  providing  further  public  conveniences 
at  i^berffraw,  Port hdaf arch  and  Penrhos  Beach  was  considered,  but 
owing  to  difficulties  that  exist  at  all  three  places  the  matter 
was  deferred. 

MJISiiEGES 


Sixty  five  complaints  of  nuisances  were  received  and 
investigated,  necessitating  114  inspections.  Two  complaints 
were  found  to  be  unjustified  and  appropriate  action  was  token 
with  the  remaining  sixty  three  cases  to  secure  abatement  of  the 
nuisances.

SHOPS 


A total  of  126  shops  were  being  operated  in  the  area 
at  the  end  of  the  period,  an  increase  of  one  on  the  previous 
year»  Of  these,  102  are  connected  with  the  distribution  of 
food,  The  number  of  shops  in  which  assistants  are  employed 
is  15,  the  remainder  being  operated  by  the  owners  and  their 
families.  Further  progress  has  been  made  to  improve  premises 
by  the  installation  of  washing  facilities  and  provision  of 
suitable  sanitary  accommodation  in  areas  where  sewerage  schemes 
are  available.

C.AMPING  SITES  AM)  CARilVi^HS 

A further  three  sites  were  licensed  for  the  stationing 
of  caravans  bringing  the  total  number  of  licensed  sites  to  eleven, 
providing  accommodation  for  260  caravans.  Frequent  visits  to 
these  sites  showed  reasonably  satisfactory  sanitary  arrangements 
and  all  were  kept  clean  and  free  from  nuisance.  In  some  cases, 
the  number  of  caravans  allowed  by  licence  was  exceeded  for  a short 
period,  but  notices  to  reduce  the  numbers  of  caravans  on  such 
sites  were  complied  with. 

Sight  applications  were  made  by  individual  caravan 
owners  to  station  caravans,  generally  on  remote  sites,  and  as 
sanitary  arrangements  were  satisfactory,  all  eight  applications 
were  approved , 

A number  of  unlicensed  sites  were  used  for  less  than 
the  statutory  periods  permitted  under  the  Planning  and  Public 
Health  i\cts.  i'll!  known  sites  were  kept  clean  and  free  from 
nuisance ,

Milk 

further  six  dealers*  licences  were  granted,  all  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation) (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised) 
Regulations,  19^9.  Three  of  these  licences  were  granted  to 
persons  who  were  taking  over  rounds  in  a large  area  following  the 
sudden  decision  of  the  previous  retailer  to  cease  business.  Such 
licences  were  given  subject  to  the  provision  of  proper  dairies 
with  hot  and  cold  water  services  laid  on, 
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The  area  is  well  served  by  retailers  and  no  complaints 
were  received  from  consumers  of  the  quality  of  the  milk  or 
condition  of  containers. 


Meat 

The  seven  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  have 
operated  throughout  the  year  and  further  improvements  to 
structures  and  essential  services  hove  been  made. 

The  number  of  retail  butchers  shops  remain  at  17,  and 
consumers  within  the  area  are  also  served  by  traders  from  outside 
districts.  jill  the  shops  are  in  a satisfactory  state  having 
2?egard  to  the  availability  or  otherwise  of  essential  services. 

Six  of  these  shops  a3?e  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  manufacture  of  meat  products. 

Regular  supervision  of  the  slaughterhouses  and 
slaughtering  has  continued,  but  again  a 100%  inspection  has  not 
been  attained,  mainly  attributable  to  the  scattered  position  of 
slaughterhouses  and  the  practice  of  some  slaughtermen  of  killing 
outside  normal  working  hours  especially  in  the  late  spring  and 
early  summep.  The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during 
the  year  amounted  to  2776,  of  which  27^3  were  inspected,  which  is 
equal  to  98.8%,  the  deficiency  relating  entirely  to  sheep  and  lambs. 
The  following  table  shows  the  numbers  of  animals  killed  and

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HOUSING 


The  number  of  new  Council  houses  erected  during  the 
year  is  considerably  less  than  during  previous  years,'  Only 
18  were  completed  and  occupied,  8 of  which  were  two  bedroom 
bungalows  and  the  remainder  being  three  bedroom  houses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  owners  of  420 
traditionally  built  dwellings  on  34  sites  of  which  18  are  the 
two  bedroom  bungalow  type.

three  flats  at  Rhosneigr;  and  temporary  accommodation  of  nine 
units  at  the  former  Hostel  at  Valley.  it  Mona  Camp 

the  emergency  accommodation  has  been  reduced  to  four  units,  and 
it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  alternative  accommodation  for 
these  families  before  the  end  of  1958,  The  Council  have  also 
purchased  Bron  Heulog,  Valley,  from  the  County  Council,  formerly 
used  as  a Children's  Home,  for  conversion  into  four  flats. 

Private  builders  have  erected  and  completed  30  new 
houses  during  the  year,  making  a total  of  107  since  1946,  and 
an  additional  20  are  under  construction.  One  new  Police  House 
was  also  completed  during  the  year,  which  is  not  included  in  the 
above  figures.  The  number  of  dwellings  erected  at  the  Valley 
R.iUP.  Station  has  increased  to  150,  but  there  is  no  increase 'at 
Ty  Groes  Camp,  where  the  number  remains  at  32.  ^ 

Eighteen  Housing  Estates  are  now  provided  with  main 
water  supply,  the  house  drains  of  seven  being  connected  to 
public  sewers,  six  to  small  sewage  disposal  units  serving  the 
estates  concerned,  and  the  reciainder  to  cesspools.  On  two  estates 
the  cost  of  cleansing  the  cesspools  is  becoming  a burden,  and  will 
continue  to  be  until  two  sewerage  schemes  are  completed,  A total 
of  84  houses  on  five  estates  were  pointed  externally  by  contract, 
and  repair  work  has  been  carried  out  on  all  estates.  The  greater 
defects  exist  in  the  houses  erected  with  flat  concrete  roofs  over 
the  front  vestibule  and  boy  windows.  Some  damage  was  done  to 
water  fittings  during  the  severe  snap  frost,  but  the  expense  of 
making  good  was  recovered  from  the  Insurance  Company. 

A special  inspection  was  made  of  all  Council  Houses 
in  the  spring  when  it  was  found  that  a small  number  of  occupiers 
did  not  keep  their  houses  in  compliance  with  a reasonable  standard 
of  cleanliness,  but  following  informal  representation  circumstances 
improved  considerably,  and  drastic  action  was  necessary  in  one 
case  only. 


A further  112  houses  were  surveyed  under  the  Housing 
Acts,  bringing  the  total  to  837 » and  proposals  in  respect  of  a 
number  of  Clearance  Areas  will  be  submitted  at  an  early  date. 
Quarterly  Returns  on  Eorm  P.13  (Hsg)  are  rendered  regularly  to 
the  Ministry  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  in 
Circular  17/55  (Voles)  and  the  following  is  a summary  of  the

3-^' t ^Od , Hjwever, 
six  applications  hove  been  canoelled  and  two  grants  repaid 
following  the  sale  of  the  property,  which  reduces  the  actual 
number  of  grant  ric homes  to  90  with  a value  of  £17>633.15.0d. 

Bight  applications  were  received  for  advances,  one  of 
which  was  refuse^%  six  granted  to  purcnase  property,  and  one  to 
build  a new  house .
